A girl uppeared from somewhere and

throw herself Into the mob like a dove In
a cloud of smoke. Her dress was torn,
her hair loose. She ran, her head thrown
back; and tho eyes In her pale face wcro
Incredibly largo.
"Down with tho Jewess!" roared some¬

body, and tho girl disappeared within
tho dense mass like a small piece of sugar
amid a great swarm of files. About her
seethed a dark mass of humnn bodies.
Fists were In'evldenen In the air. Moan-
Ing and soft, thudlike blows wore heard.
Cynical jokes, vituperation, a hissing like
that of snakes.everything combined It-
.elf Into a sardonic, malignant sound.
"Out of tho wny, people!"
"Soliman Is taking a ride!"
So yelled tho mob, dragging something

over tho pavement. It was a man, or tho
cadaver of a man. a half-nude, drled-out
hody, smashed, torn, completely óovH
cred with mud and blood.

Standing on tiptoe, an old crone tries to
rcacli It and raises her bony, dark hand.
Beside her, a bearded porter puts on a
velvet cap. Little boj'H chase between
tho feet of adults, pick up splinters of ?
mirror, and one Is cruising after a feather
which Is floating In the o-lr, trying to catch

duelling his sheathed sword, a guards¬
man runs. He Is laughed at and they call
after him:
"Stop hlml"¦¦:.. ,'
"Catch the Pharaoh!"
Somebody hurls a broken box In front of

his feet and the guardsman stumbles and,
turning a¦ flip-flop, falls to tho ground.
Loud laughter, tills· the air.
"Hey, fellows, this· way, hero!"
This call comes from tho yard and the

dense mass rdfls'like'a billow through the

They roar, howl, grunt.
"Down,· down with them!" resounds

.through the air.
Within the house, on tho second floor,

somebody Is busy with a crowbnr break¬
ing through the wall betweon two win¬
dows. Into the street, bricks fall; lime,
white sand files about. A cup fais from
a window; for ? while It circles In the ali¬
as If undecided, and crashes onto the
head of a fat woman. She utters a
scream and plumps down.
"The Cossacks are coming!"
"Run, brothers!"
At the bend of the blind alley appear

the snouts of horses, blue Cossack caps,
knouts, and a loud, sing-song voice com¬
mands;
"Three abreast; forward, march!"
A heap of bricks fall to the pavemont.

Tho wall has been pierced and through
the gaping hole an mmenso box Is being
slowly pushed. It trembles, slides as If
reluctantly, alnng the wall, skirts the
oasement, then turns hi the air and
crashes, demolished, on the sidewalk. In
tho air there flutters an Incessant noise
as If there were flowing through it an im¬
petuous flood, overflowing Its banks and
frothing with anger and savage fury.
The mob runs like a herd of sheep,

stupid and blind, pursued by knout lash.
Ings and hoot-blows. Thoy might, conceal
themselves In tho yards, leap across
fences; but all flee nlong the street with¬
out any definite direction, exposing their
heads, shoulders and backs to tho
scourges, A powerful eiirly.halrcd porter
suddenly wheels about, strikes tho head
of a horse with his fist, and then van¬
ishes within tho narrow lino of Cossacks.
In the pinco where he disappeared, ono
can see for a long time yet tho whirring
knouts, zlg-zagglng through the air.

Mob Roars and Runs
Before Cossacks.

Tho Cossacks ride right on, stirrup
close to stirrup, a rigid wall. And peo¬
ple run, scattered and thrusting ono an¬
other aside.
"Bricks down upon tho Cossacks,"

shouts somebody from above.
At the feel of the horses a woman

throws herself. Sho Is half nudu and
blood-stained. Sho appeared from some-
whero as If she had sprung up out of
the earth,· She grabs the foot of a Cos¬
sack and embraces It and howls,
".Run!"
"Stay Just where you are."
"Down with the Cossacks!" Those

varying cries aro ralsod.Tho mob roars and runs uninterrupted¬
ly like a mountain torrent. Muffled
trampling Is heard; like tho eolio of tho
galloping of horses' hoofs, The horses
pass with dilli, ulty through the debris of
furniture and rags Uttering tho pave¬
ment. The horse» balk.
Tho mob also romains stationary, wlih

faces turned toward tho Cossacks.
"Half squadroni forward, march I"
The mob roars ominously and waits,

But In their rear, at tho other end of
ilio street, Hiere now appo¡«· polleomcn
and Cossacks afoot, At this tlio people
begin leaping over fences, soaking rof-
ugo In yards, and tho Cossucks after
them.
Btit ? lew niouionts ago these people

wcro brutes, murdering othor people
mercilessly and thoughtlessly, other peo¬
ple as unfortunate us themselves; and
now these brutes tiro cowards, anil aro
being thrashed just as mercilessly and
thoughtlessly.
That same evening ï pussed a picket of

Cossack» in the market plaoe, und heard
one say to the other:
"They say fourteen Jews were torn to

pieces.
A art the other puffed his pipe and niado

no comment upon the words of hi« corn-
rude.
